The suc- 
ceas of the new currency law, assum- 
ing that the bill passed by the Sen- 
ate today will be adopted in’ most 
substantial features by the Con- 
ference Committee of the two houses, 
will depend largely on the exercise of 
power which is placed with the Fed- 
eral Reserve Board. Its powers will 
be greater in the application of the 
law than their specific definition in 
the text indicate. 

The board is given general and 
plenary powers to regulate and 
supervise the banking system. It 
will interpret the law. The restric- 
tions on the appointing power are 
that not more than one member 
shall come from any one Federal re- 
serve. district; two of the members 
must be persons experienced in bank- 
ing or finance. The term of office is 
six years, except for the first board, in 
which the members’ terms ruin from 
one to six years. Members are in- 
eligible to appointive office in the 
United States during their terms or 
for two years thereafter, and they are 
forbidden to hold employment in any 
member bank for the game period— 
the latter provision being designed to 
prevent that intimate connection be- 
tween government officials and 
financial institutions that has shown 
itself in the favored positions into 
which public servants have stepped 
immediately upon leaving office.

Fanny Bloomfield Zeisler, in her pl- 
ano recital at the Auditorium ‘ast 
night, demonatrated again that she is 
one of the greatest exponents of pi- 
anistic art. 
Years have passed since she was last 
heard here, and a long, severe fllness 
delayed her coming before now. 
There is no doubt that Mrs. Zeisler 
has so improved her technique in 
the last five seasons that she ranks 
now among the best pianists any- 
where.

Baker, who was a street car con- 
ductor, was returning with friends 
fresfi = party last Sunday and Was get- 
ting on a ear at Seventy-eighth street 
and Vermont avenue when he was fa- 
tally injured. 

Just how the accident heppened 
the police have not been able to de- 
vernine. but apparentiy Raker made 
a jump for the car, lost his footing, 
and etruck the step with his head. 
His skull was fractured. 

Witnesses say the car step 
knocked loose. The car stopped wit), 
in a hundred feet of where Beker 
fell, and his hody was found under it.

WAS ALSO A PHYSICIAN. 


OUTH PASADENA, Dec, 19.-—Dr. 
S E. L. B. Godfféy died at his late 
residence. No. 1139 Mound sve- 
nue, Wednesday. He was descended 
from a distinguished family of South 
Jersey and was born in Cape May 
county in 1850. He graduated from 
Jefferson Medical College, Philadel- 
pila, In 1875, and received the de- 
gree of A.M. from Bucknell Univer- 
sity, Pennsylvania, in 1890. He lo- 
cated in Camden, N. J., in 1576, and 
practiced there until his removal to 


California in 1910. 

He was identified with the highest 
interests of the medical profession in 
New Jersey and was @ member of 
the Camden City and County Medical 
societies, ex-president of the Medical 
Society of New Jersey, ex- president 
of the New Jersey Sanitary Associa- 
tion, a life member of the Camden | 
City Dispensary, member of the at- 
tending. staff Cooper Hospital, Cam- 
den, N. J., from its opening im 1887 
until 1911; also a member for sixteen 
years of the State Board of Examin- 
ers of New Jersey. serving as secre- 
tary and president; member of the 
Los Angeles County Medical Associa- 
tion and of the American Medical As- 
sociation. 

Dr. Godfrey served for twenty-nine 
vears in the National Guard of New 
Jersey. having been commissioned at 
first lieutenant and assistant surgeon 
in 1882, rising In the successive ranks 
of major, leutenant-colonel and 
colonel until, upon his own request, 
he was retired by the Governor, now 
President Woodrow Wilson. as 
Brevet RBrigadier-General, N.G.N-J., 
in 1912.

N THE real estate section of The Times 
| for Sunday, December 14, appeared three 

pictures of homes about to be built in 
different parts of the country adjacent to 
Los Angeles. They are of various types of 
architecture, from the severest Greek-Co- 
lonial types to the most ornate Spanish Mis- 
sion style. These homes are quite typical 
of what is being done in this line all over 
Southern California, and especially in the 
city of Los Angeles and its immediate sub- 
urbs. The writer of this has seen the most 
beautiful portions of most of the greatest 
cities of the world, including Berlin, Viennh, 
Paris and London, and there is nothing 
risked in making the statement that no 
where is there anything, either in city or 
suburban home-building, that surpasses in 
beauty and art the homes of this city, of 
the cities around and the country outside of 
all municipalities. There is nothing along 
the Champs Elysees that compares for a 
minute with the homes of the wealthy people 
of Los Angeles along Wilshire boulevard be 
tween Srneet Park and Western avenue. 
Along the great French boulevard there are 
magnificent homes, but not artistic on the 
outside; and none of them have any grounds 
to speak of that can be seen by the public. 
The luxury of the European home is mostly 
on the inside, enjoyable only by those who 
are permitted to enter the sacred precincts. 
In the country and suburbs of European 
cities it would be difficult to find anywhere 
anything to surpass and little to equal the 
Oak Knoll country near Pasadena, Beverly 
Hills, or any other one of several suburbs 
of Los Angeles. 


Los Angeles’ Great Aqueduct. 

HAT a revelation there is in the great 

water supply secured for the city of 
Los Angeles and now brought to fits very 
gates and ready for distribution! The two 
great reservoirs are capable of holding 
enough water for the city at full capacity 
for 110 days. The storage capacity of the 
Haiwee reservoir is 63,800 acre-feet, and that 
of the Fernando reservoir 24,000 acre-feet. 
The combined supply is more than 80,000 
acre-feet, and when one considers that an 
acre of ground is 43,560 square feet, multi- 
ply this figure by 81,000 and you will get 
what this water would look like if spread 


out over a level plain, a foot deep at every} 


point. The area is over three and a half 
million square feet. 


Big Fellows Confident. 

HEREVER there is any lack of confi- 

dence, energy or progress in business 
anywhere through the Great Southwest, it 
will be found to be on the part of the little- 
business fellows, and this probably explains 
the rank they in the business world. 
The big fellows in business throughout this 
most favored part of the country were never 
more confident and never were moving 
ahead with a greater display of energy. This 
is true all over the Coast. In the upper Sac- 
ramento Valley the people are moving for 
an irrigation district embracing 9,000,000 
acres of land, and the project is estimated 
to cést $450,000,000. In the heart of the in- 
dustrial section of Los Angeles city the 
Southern Pacific Company has just secured 
a big slice of old Chinatown at a cost of 
$300,000, the ground being necessary for the 
continually-increasing business of the rail- 
road company. At Riverside the County 
Taxpayers’ Organization the other day 
passed stirring resolutions urging the au- 
thorization of bonds in the sum of $1,125,000 
for the county highways. At Pasadena a 
few days ago a visitor from Spokane, Wash., 
who is spending his fifth winter in Southern 
California, said this: “Southern California 
is the playground of the country, and it al- 
ways will be, because of the climatic condi- 
tions here. I believe more firmly than 
ever in the assertion I made a year ago 
that Southern California will some day be 
the most densely populated part of the 
United States.” In Escondido Valley expert- 
ments are going on on a tract of 600 acres 
with the expectation of planting the whole 
area to fruits. At Redlands a movement is 
on foot to furnish electric power to the 
whole of Impertal Valley. In the northern

Search for Potash Deposits 

IELD work undertaken by the United 

States Geological Survey in the search 
of potash has heretofore been largely of an 
explanatory character, according to the an- 
nual report of the director recently made to 
Secretary Lane, but during the last year) 
important principles have been established 
which will be of material assistance in fu- 
ture work. During the year a number of 
shallow drill holes were sunk in some of 
the prehistoric lake basins in Nevada and 
California, and a careful study was made of 
some of these lakes. Some of these experi 
ments are yielding significant and perhaps 
important reguits. When areas that may 
prove to be of value as sources of potash 
are discovered, the public land included in 
such areas is withdrawn from entry until 
its value for potash can be demonstrated or 
disproved. As a result of the survey's rec- 
onnoissance examinations in California and 
Nevada, 133,829 acres have been included in 
potash withdrawals.—[Annual Report, Di- 
rector Geological Survey.

King Mining Company is known to have paid 
dividends up to July, 1887, amounting to 
$1,950,000. 

The Queen or Silver Queen mine, about 
three-foirths of a mile north of Superior, 
although opened as early as the Silver King 
and credited with some production about 
1880, has only recently become important 
through the activity of the Magma Copper 
Company. The old work in the Queen mine 
was confined to ground at a depth of about 
400 feet. Some oxidized ore was taken from 
these upper workings, but it was left to the 
present company to show that this material 
was insignificant in comparison to the rich 
sulphide ore below. In 1912 the mine, then 


produced 129 tons of ore averaging 26 per 
cent. of copper and 0.07 ounce of gold and 
0.29 ounce of silver to the ton.—[U. 8. Geo- 
logical Survey Bulletin.

But let us go back and see something 
the village where Christ spent His boyhood, 
and indeed almost the whole of His life un- 
til He began to preach, after He was bap 
tized of John. We have gone back to Judea 
and have traveled across Samaria to the 
mountains of Galilee. We are now about 
sixty miles north of Jerusalem and sixty- 
seven miles from Bethlehem, where Jesus 
was born. We are in a little nest in the 
mountains inside a quaint town, the houses 
of which cover the sides of the hilla. The 
houses are great stone boxes of one and two 
stories. The most of them have flat roofs 
and some are surrounded by gardens. The 
country about is covered with grass and 
flowers. There are fruit trees almost every- 
where, and especially orchards of olives 
and figs. 

This is the town of Nazareth, which 
stands on the same site as the home of Jo- 
seph and Mary. The place has now about 
12,000 people; and, like most of the holy 
spots of Palestine, it has many convents 
and churches. It was here that Joseph 
worked at.the carpenter trade and here the 
boy Jesus played about with His fellows as 
the little Nazarenes do today... It was here 
that Jesus came after He had been baptized 


synagogue when the Nazarenes cried out: 
“Is not this Joseph's son?” and in their an- 
ger were about to throw Him from the 
brow of the hill whereon the city was built, 
but He, passing through the midst of them.

Each of these scouts is a 
technical expert trained in the trade which 
h» ie investigating. He is appointed upon 
the recommendation of »ur representative 
business men engaged in the industry to be 
studied. Thus, an electrical expert is pry- 
ing into foreign demands for our electrical 
appliances, a chemical expert is studying 
the chemical trade and other experts are 
ferreting out actual demands abroad for 
each of our products, as, for example, shoes, 
leather, textiles and general machinery. 

A free daily newspaper for our business 
men is published by the Bureau of Foreign 
and Domestic Commerce, and is being 
mailed to 20,000 addresses daily. Each issue 
contains valuable news about trade condi- 
tions and opportunities in every part of the 
world. Recent issues which I now have 
before me display articles on possibilities 
in the automobile trade, markets for agricul- 
tural implements, new inventions, forthcom- 
ing expositions, new railways, new steam- 
ship services and changes in tariff rates. In 
each issue is a department entitled, “Trade 
Opportunities,” wherein you will find in- 


. The greatest reportorial staff to be found 
among all newspapers of the world is em- 
ployed by this journal. This is composed of 
350 American Consuls, scattered all over the 
éarth, and the trade seouts aforementioned 
act as its traveling correspondents. It will 
now have at each of the great foreign cap- 
itals a foreign bureau headed by one of the 
new commercial] attaches. 

Even our business men whose interests do 
not reach beyond the seas are being bene- 
fited by this commercial bureau's activities, 
especially those being devoted to learning 
the difference in the cost of producing Amer- 
ican-made and foreign-made materials—a 
function whic! this office has inherited from 
the former tariff board. Indeed, our busti- 
ness men generally, whether in the foreign 
trade or not, are constantly profiting by the 
bureau’s newly gathered information con- 
cerning scientific factory planning, organi- 
zation of commercial bodies and so on. 

New facts of value to our business man 
are being gleaned also by two older govern- 
ment institutions that have now become 
bureaus of the Department of Commerce. 
These are the Bureau of Standards and the 
Census Bureau. 


Correcting Railway Weighing Scales. 


That our shippers are losing heavily be- 
cause of inaccuracies in the railway scales 
which weigh their goods was recently 
learned by Dr. Samuel W. Stratton, director 
of the Bureau of Standards. So at one of 
his laboratories he has had designed an in- 
genious “test car” loaded with 90,000 pounds 
of accurately adjusted weights and other 
new mechanism. This standard car is being 
hauled over our railways and placed upon 
their freight scales, to correct them. Over 
two billion dollars of our shippers’ money 
are being annually collected by railways on 
tke basis of these scales’ ratings, and hither- 
to there has been no systematic inspection 
guaranteeing correct weight. This investt- 
gation by the bureau thus far indicates 
what Dr. Stratton terms a deplorable 
tion of these scales. 

When the business man wants to pur- 
chase paper, ink, rubber, paints, cements, 
stone, lime or such materials in large quan- 
tities it is of value to him to specify a cer- 
a‘n standard of quality. This bureau is now 
developing these standards, as well as stand- 
ards of color, standards of composition of 
netals and standards for all kinds of weights 
and measures. 


New Alds to Canvassers. 
Our business man is promised some valu- 


able aid, also, by William J. Harris, the new 
Director of the Census. He tells me that 
he will reorganize his bureau so as to con- 
centrate its efforts on its more important 
investigations, with the result that reports 
on our great industries will come out more 
promptly. 

In canvassing new regions for making 
sales, dealers in farm implements will be 
better guided by these prompt reports on the 
number and value of farms, live stock and 
crops in different regions. Our grain ex- 
changes will, likewise, value prompter crop

Everywhere our business men de- 
pend on the manufactures division of the 
Census Bureau to learn exact conditions in 


star or city route. 

Firms are enabled not only to send their 
articles directly to the homes of out-of-the- 
way purchasers, but also to send them upon 
t.e same terms which they allow to their 
city clientele. And the additional conveni- 
ence of a collect on delivery service is now 
offered with the parcel post. By using the 
new C. O. D. tags bisiness men in all lines 
of industry can fill orders for customers 
upon the receipt of their letters and mail 
goods without first receiving the customer’s 
money order to cover expense. Yet these 


Uncle Sam attends to that. All of the 
work of collecting and forwarding this 
money is done by the mall carriers and the 
postmasters. The merchant not only gets 
the cost of the goods which he has sold, but 
he can also include in the amount due him 
the cost of the transportation of the article 
and the money order fee. When he ships 
an order to a faraway customer C. O. D. he 
is subject to no more expense than if he 
were selling goods over his counter. The 
fees for C. O. D. transportation are so small 
—10 cents irrespective of the value of the 
article—that the convenience given the cus- 
tomer is a consideration more than out- 
weighing the extra expense incurred. By 
the payment of the C.O.D. fee the article is 
also insured against loss to the equivalent 
of its declared value. Such aids to service 
are one of the merchant’s chief concerns, 
for by them he accommodates his customers 
and helps both himself and his business. 
This C. 0. D. element of Uncle Sam's 
youngest enterprise is a greater boon to the 
business man than the insurance feature, 
which has been coexistent with the parcel 
post from the day of its beginning. While 
it is a distinct advantage to be indemnified 
against loss when sending parcels through 
the mails, the possibility of loss in the 
postal service is so slight that one regards 
the insurance fee more as an extraordinary 
safeguard than as an absolute protection.

That the occupants of the camp may not 
languish in idleness, they are made to keep 


their games. That the women may have 
no excuse for not having clean wearing ap- 
parel, there has been provided a large cov- 
ered common wash-house, and here one can 
see them pounding their wet clothes, much 
as is their custom in their native country. 

Now and then it is necessary to discipline 
some of the prisoners for infractions of the 
camp rules, and to the guard-bouse are 
taken those caught in fights or otherwise 
disturbing the peace of the camp, and for 
a certain number of days bread and water 
constitute their diet. Among the prisoners 
held by the United States are Col. Koster- 
litsky and Col. Reyes, both of whom, with 
their families, occupy cottages near the 
camp. The former was for many years at 
the head of the rurales during the Diaz 
regime. These two officers, together with 
others of subordinate rank, seem to have 
as much command over the men in the 
camp as if they were actually on Mexican 
soil, as the prisoners salute them and obey 
them as if actually under their direction, in- 
stead of being for the time subject to orders 
of the American officers, who are headed by 
Capt. Frederick W. Benteen. 

The Mexican government has been pay- 
ing these soldiers and officers of its army 
during their detention on this side of the 
line, but Uncle Sara will probably have to 
wait for reimbursement for his outlay until 
things have become settled in the sister re- 
public. That none of the prisoners are 
losing their health because of their confine- 
ment or by reason of lack of good provision 
is very evident when one looks them over.

Proper Food Essertial. 


The first requisite in the winter manage 
ment of the laying flock is that the birds be 
provided with sufficient food containing nau- 
trients in the right proportion to supply all 
of their requirements for maintenance and 
production. Also that they be given an 
abundance of vegetable material which is 
an incentive to egg production, especially 
during the winter. The proper food will 
vary with the breed, the season and the 
weather. A well-balanced dry mash, sup 
plemented by a cracked-grain ration con- 
taining considerable variety, will be the best 
system to follow. During extremelv cold 
weather an increase in corn will enable the 
birds to maintain their body heat with less 
consumption of the regular ration. 


Compe! Plenty of Exercise. 


Hens kept in close confinement, as is the 
case with the laying flock in winter, should 
be made to take sufficient exercise to keep 
tlie body in normal flesh, especially to pre- 
vent them from taking on too much surplus 
fat. More care is required in this respect 
when the heavier breeds, as Barred Ply- 
mouth Rocks, Wyandottes, etc., are kept; 
with Leghorns there is less danger. When 
kept in confinement the normal exercise ta- 
ken by the birds is principally walking and 
scratching; the latter can be materially in- 
creased by placing practically all of the 
grain feed in deep litter on the floor of the 
house. Better results can be obtained 
through the winter from birds kept in close

Better co-operation between divisions of 
the service is being effected by the Postof- 
fice Department. Thus the railway mail 
clerks are now packing parcel post articles 
by hand into large tie sacks so compactly 
that the danger of damage is reduced to a 
minimum. This careful packing saves Uncle 
Sam money on the number of refunds he 
must pay for articles which careless hand- 
lings have rendered unfit for acceptance. 
New Terminal Feature. 


- The new terminal feature of the railway 
mail service in conjunction with the delivery 
department and installed in large railway 
stations will mave much time in the delivery 
of the business man’s out-of-town mail. By 
preliminary corting at the depot, in a sep- 
arate room set aside for the purpose before 
the arrival of mail trains, congestion in the 
mail cars is relieved, and the clerks are en- 
abled to complete all of their work—distri- 
butions and final sorting—en route before 
destination is reached. This terminal idea 
is in vogue in the new Union station at 
Washington and the Grand Central station

Many new mechanical devices are being 
introduced by the postal service to expedite 
the delivery of the business man's corre 
spondence. Speedy conveyors carry mail 
from one end of a postoffice to the other; 
endless belt systems, continually revolving, 
and small carriers on cables jump letters 
from one department to another in the space 
of a few seconds; pneumatic tubes connect- 
ing the main offices of the city with the dis- 
tant branch offices dispatch letters uptown 
in two or three seconds; underground tubes

Zone System for Express, Too. 


«It is small wonder that the shippers in 
the past have been overcharged and under- 
charged by express companic:. in ‘he last 
year a zone system, similar to that now used 
by the parcel post, was introduced. By it 
the country is divided into blocks, each 
formed by a degree of latitude and longitude. 
Rates are now applicable to shipments be- 
tween blocks instead of from station to sta- 
tion. 

This new system reduces the number of 
rates from 600,000,000 to less than 345,000. 
Even this number has been thought too in- 
tricate for a local agent te handle intelli- 
gently, so it is also proposed that each ex- 
press company prblish a separate sheet giv- 
ing all of its rates from one block to an- 
other. Then the local agents by the use of 
a single sheet and the block map could tell 
at once the scale of rates used by each com- 
pany between his block and every other. All 
stations within a block would be grouped as 
one, this being a further simplification for 
avoidance of difficulties in computation. 

Freight classification is different on dif- 
ferent lines. The Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission has attempted to relieve the diffi- 
culty such differences occasion to the large 
business firms by dividing the country into 
four sections and ruling that the classifica- 
tion in each of these be uniform. These two 
reforms—rate computation and freight 
classification—in a branch of business so in- 
tricate yet so important as shipping and 
commerce, where many forces work to cre 
ate distinct, conflicting laws, are the great- 
est aids that Uncle Sam has extended to 
lines of business in which freight and ex- 
press service play so great a part. Besides 
bringing about a complete understanding of 
the system a general tendency toward lower 
rates has resulted. 


Another new investigation, to discover 
whether the telegraph and telephone com- 
panies are giving the business man the best 
possible service at the lowest rates, has 
been commenced by the Interstate Com- 
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ture of white granite, and will directly ad- | 
join the great Union station to which it will 
be connected by an inclosed stone bridge. 
Through a big tunnel matter will be directly 
carried from the government printing of- 
fice, and an elaborate tube system will con- 
nect with the Capitol, the Library of Con- 
‘gress and Postoffice Department. The most 
modern time-saving appliances for the han- 
dling of mail will be installed here. This 
scheme of building city postoffices directly 
adjacent to central railway stations marks 
a new policy of the postal service. 

The postal savings system also bas its 
direct effect upon the business world. Since 
its beginning in 1911, deposits aggregating 
$38,000,000 are now credited to about 370,000 
depositors. This means that the small wage 
earners, who hitherto hoarded their savings | 
or sent them abroad, are putting in circula- 
tion, through the postal savings system, mil- 
lions that would have been lost to trade. 
Banks, qualified to receive this money from 
the government, are benefited, and through 
them the business man has at his disposal 
this great fund for commercial purposes. 


Aiding Heavy Shippers. 


While the parcel post is aiding our ship- 
pers of small articles, the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission is coming to the aid of 
shippers of heavy goods. With the one aim 
—to equalize rates and regulations of inter- 
state transportation—every rate investiga- 
tion and ruling that this commission has 
nade has served as a protection to individual 
shipping firms. Assurance to a shipper that 
the rates under which he transports his 
goods are exactly the same as those of his 
competitors relieves all doubts of unjust 
discrimination that may enter his mind. 
When it is realized that through government 
ruling, prevailing rates are kept uniform 
and without change except on reasonable 
notice, the American shipper has renewed 
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stimulation to business. 

Rate wars, that prevailed to so great an 
extent in the past, are done away with by a 
new system, recently introduced, for com- 
puting express charges.

Fresh air, nourishing food, abundant rest 
and absence of worry--these are the im- 
portant factors in treating tuberculosis, and 
they can be found without long journeys. 

This is no denial of the influence of cli- 
mate-on tuberculosis. The dry, sun-soaked 
plains of Colorado, New Mexico and Arizona 
remain the ideal resort for consumptives. 
Uniluckily, ideals are not always attainable. 
If a patient must choose between a boarding- 
house in the Rocky Mountains and a sani- 
tarlum at home, he had better take the sani- 
tarlum. This advice is not particularly pop- 
ular with certain real estate agents and rail- 
road companies, but it is sound.

After a hasty investigation White has re- 
ported that in certain factories he found 
pop and other summer drinks being manu- 
factured in stables under conditions decid- 
edly unsanitary, that soap bark is used by 
some factories to produce foam, that flavor 
compounds composed entirely of chemicals 
are sometimes used in place of fruit flavors 
called for by the consumer and that he 
found coal-tar dyes used in producing the 
‘fruit’ color. In one factory White found 
a can of saccharine, which the owner re- 
ported he has not been using. 


“The consumer of summer drinks, accord- 
ing to the City Chemist, does not know the 
nature of the ingredients in the beverages. 
‘People should know when they ask for 
strawberry pop if they are getting a drink 
that never was near a strawberry,’ said 
White. ‘They should know that they are 
getting a chemical compound of things that 
happens to have a flavor that resembles 
strawberry. The use of soap bark should 
not be permitted. Experiments with frogs 
have shown that the continued use of soap 
bark produces paralysis. It is used to pro- 
duce a foam that lasts after the cork is re- 
moved.’”

The fact is conceded that freezing does 
not kill bacilli and that scalding water is 
the only sure destroyer—then they are 
taken into the human body dead. 

Truly, these are terrible times in which 
to live! 


Sterilizing Water With Ozone. 


(St. Louls Globe Democrat:] Crowds 
were present at the recent trial in Paris of 
the new portable sterilizing apparatus which| 
recently was used witb very satisfactory re 
suits at the army maneuvers. The spot 
chosen was the right bank of the Seine, 
near the Alexander IJ bridge, where the 
water is charged with every imaginable im- 
purity. 

The whole plant was carried in a mili 
tary motor-boat, whose motor worked an 
electric pump, which drew a quantity of 
filthy-looking Seine water and passed it first 
into the filtering chamber. On coming out 
from this chamber the water was compara- 
tively clear, but still highly-colored, and it 
was then forced into a _ sterilizing tank, 
where electrified air—tha* is to say, air 
whose oxygen had been transformed into 
ozone—was passed through it. When the 
water was finally drawn from the ozoniza-) 
tion tanks it was perfectly limpid and aer- 
ated, without color or smell, and all germs 
contained in it had been killed by the cold 
ozone. 

A large number of scientists and officials 
followed the process with keen interest, and 
were able to see, side by side, jars contain- 
ing Seine water in its natural state and 
after treatment, when in every respect it 
was equal to the best spring water. Dur 
ing the maneuvers one of these military 
automobiles purposely employed the dirtt 
est and most stagnant pond waters for 
drinking purposes under the supervision of 
the inspector-general of the army sanitary 
department. 

Manslaughter by Anaesthesia. 

That deaths are caused by the unskilled 
administration of anesthetics by incompe 
tent persons is charged by Sir Frederic 
Hewitt, a British surgeon, in a recent ad 
dress. As quoted in the British Medica 
Journal, Sir Frederic said that to let un- 
trained and unqualified persons administe 
powerful anaesthetic drugs was as though 
a railway company were to permit its 
porters or cloak-room attendants to drive 
express trains or to work the signals. We 
read: 

“There are no statistics available, but the 
small proportion of cases that come before 
Coroners or into the law courts are suff 
cient to make it practically certain that 
more people are killed or maimed for life 
by the reckless administration of anesthet- 
chiefly for dental operations, than simi 
larly suffer owing to accidents on the rail- 


Hot Baths Are Bracing. 


[Philadelphia Telegraph:] The usual ob- 
jection to hot baths is that the bather takes 
cold unless he goes straight to bed as soon 
as he has dried himself. Otherwise so they 
say, he goes on perspiring and takes a chill. 
Now this is due not to having had a hot 
bath, but becaus. the water was not hot 
enough when the bather got out of it. Hot 
water has the same effect as cold in bracing 
up the sweat pores and preventing them 
from continuing to pour out uanecessary 
perspiration. 

Lukewarm water, on the other hand, 
leaves the skin lax and moist, and it is then 
that people are liable to chills. The best 
temperature at which to take a hot bath 
100 degrees Fahrenheit, or just below that” 
If more water is added afterward it should 


perature at the same level. With the aid of 
these precautions it will be found that dry- 
ing is a simple process and the skin is left 
in a delightful state without any undue per- 
spiration to follow. 


Blindness From Mercury Vapor Lamps. 


Prof. Daniel Berthelot, president of the 
Internationdl Society of Electricians, has 
submitted to the Society of Civil Engineers 
of France a report on his recent researches 
into the ultra-violet rays from mercury va- 
por lamps. 

He characterized them as more dangerous 
than any other known rays, declaring that 
they caused ophthalmia and ultimately per- 
manent blindness, burned the skin and pro- 
duced effects similar to sunstroke.
